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Trial Opens in Madrid of 33 
Accused in Abortive Putsch i

MADRID — Amid enormous 
public oqaeciati^ the court-mar- 
tial of tbe 32 officers and a dvilian 
acoised (rf plottmg and executing 
last year's failed military coup 
opened Friday in a heavDy guard- 
ed converted wardiouse. 

Tbe trial, which will almost cer- 
tainly influence die course of 
Spain’s fragile democracy, began 
on a low dramatic key, with the 
reading of a detailed indictment 
chronicling tbe events that culmi- 
nated in the seizure of parliament 
Feb. 23 by rebd Civil O^ds. 
Case No. 2/81 b bdiig considered 
by a panel of 17 generSis and other 
senior officers. 

Seated 1^ rank in two rows of 
red fdt charrs. the accused listened 
as the accusatitm of “militaiy re- 
bellion” was amplified over 
loudspeakm in tbe modem ware- 
house, which had previously been 
used to store japer for the army’s 
m^making departmoiL Occa- 
sio^y, dnendmts turned and 
waved cheerfully to wives and 
other rdadves, separated by a big 
pane of buBeq>rom glass. 

Ll Gen. Jaime Milans dd 
Bosch, who declared martial law b 
his Valencia command when the 
Cortes was mvested, found hknsdf 
sitting next to Gen. Alfonso Arma- 
da Comyn, a former tutor of King 
Juan Carlos, who on the night m 
Fd).

SAN SALVADOR — The head 
of the Panama-based U.S. South- 
ern Oxnmand said he has “abso- 
lutely no idea” how much aid 
might be needed to hdp the gov^ 
eminent of El Salvador defeat left- 
ist guerri^ here. 

Lt Gen. Wallace H. Nutting 
told a ne«^ conference Thursday 
that the $55 provided on 

an emageocy basis to replace 
rtamagwt aiic^ here “should go 
some way towards fulfiljing the re- 
quirements,” but more is likely to 
ra needed. Rqgular U.S. nuhtary 
aid to B Salvador for the fiscal 
year 1982 is millioa. 

“There is no quick or easy or 
cheap sobtion to the challenge,” 
he said. “Beyond that no cme 
knows.** 

Gen, Nnttbg, after a 48-hoor 
virit he described as routine — it 
was his first official trip to this 
country •— said any aid most likely 


would be spent on providing more 
airplanes or helicopters for troop 
transport m tbe countryside and 
on improving communications. 
Tbe terrab here, he added, “is 
smne of the most difficult I have 
seen anywhera b the wc^d.”

Asked for his assessment of the 
overall military situation, Gen. 
Nutting said the govenunent of 
President Jose Nruxtieon Duarte 
tq>peared “reasonably wdl-esta^ 
^ed and confident” and able to 
control the country. Although 
guerrilla forces are abb to control 
some selected areas briefly, he 
said, the government “is then abb 
to respond and re-exert control**

WARSAW — A priest from 
Dorthwesterc Poland has beoi ar- 
rested and pul on trial on charges 
of slandering the stale and Gen. 
Wojciech Januiclslu, the martial 
law chief, a top government offi- 
dal disclosed Friday. 

Tbe ofnrial vigorously denied, 
however, that the authorities plan 
a wave of clerical arrests and said 
recent critidsm of the cleiw b the 
ctfficial media has been blown out 
of proportion. 

The officiai. government spokes- 
man Jer^ Urban, who has the 
rank of a minister, made the com- 
ments b an bterview with three 
Western news organizations. He 
seemed eager to de-emphasize fric- 
tion between the authorities and 
Poland’s Roman Catholic church, 
«4iich claims die allegiance of 90 
percent of the country's popula- 
tion. 

Mr. Urban deiued reports of a 
planned government crackdown 
00 the church, bcluding mage ar- 
rests of priests. “There is no trulh 
whatsoever b this,” he said. 

At the same time, however, he 
disclosed that a priest from Kosza- 
Ib province, near the Baltic coast, 
was arrested sometime after Dec. 
13 for a sermon in which, Mr. Ur- 
ban alleged, he “attacked the state 
authorities b an insulting, daoder- 
mg way.” He also anacked Gen. 
Jaruzelsld personally “m a way 
that broke the law,” Mr. Urbu 
said. 

While mass arrests of priests 
look place m the early 1950s m Po- 
land and there was tension be- 
tween the church and the authori- 
ties throughout the 1960s and 
much of Uk 1970s. Polish sources 
said this is the first time m their 
recent memory that a priest has 
been put on trial for a political 
crime. 

Mr. Urban identified the priest 
as a Rev. Jewulsld. but said he 


could offer few additional details. 
He said church officials are mooi- 
toring the trial and that the>' have 
not raised any objection to the 
case.. 

Church authorities could not be 
reached for comment 
Mr. Urban denied that the 
Jewulski case is blended as a 
ig to other priests, some of 
whom have strongly criticized the '

martial law authorities. “It's a spe- 
cific, di^tic instance of abusing 
the church for political struggb." 
he said of tbe incident. “If it was 
supposed to be a wanting we 
would have ^ven it a lot of public- 
ity, and we havenX” he said. 

Mr. Urban also denied that the 
authorities are systematically mon- 
itoring sermons. “But thev* are 
monitored by people who 'go to 
church, and the>' speak about 
them,” the spokesman said. 

He said that the government's 
position is that “church should be 
a place for reli^ous ideas, not po- 
litical speeches.” 

Id addition to condenmbg “po- 
litical” sermons, the official media 
m recent days have criticized re- 
marks by priests protesting the 
conditions lor Solidarity activists 
and sympathizers mtemf^ by mar- 
tial law decree. The official press 
has also ass^ed priests who uve 
defended the di^lay of crucifixes 
and other rehgious items in 
schools and other public places. 

Those attacks sqipev to some 
here as indirect criticism of Po- 
land's Roman Gitbolic primate. 
Archbishop Jozef Glemp, since he 
has spoken publicly on both 
themes.

Reagan’s Rendering 
Of History Questioned

WASHINGTON — In sidestep- 
ping a question about whether the 
United States might secxcily be- 
come more bvolved m D Salva- 
dor's civil war. President Reagan 
has apparently confused some 
events in Vietnamese history. 

The confusion occurred during- 
questioning at his Thursday news 
conference when Mr. Reagan re- 
jected a reporter’s analc^' be- 
tween the Vietnamese and Salva- 
doran situations. The preadent 
had been eritidzed for his mishan- 
dling of factunil mattas at his pre- 
vious news conference a numth 
and it seemed likely that rirm- 
lar charges could be made again. 

At one pobt b tbe press confei- 
ence Thursday, a reporter said that 
b the 1960s the CIA had contrived 
a “secret plan to get us bvolved m 
Vietnam m a surreptitious, covert 
marmei^ and adted if the pru- 
dent could assure the public that 
the United States would not be 
similarly drawn deeper mto the B 
Salvador conflicL 

Most students o( reerat 
namese bstoiy would disagree that 
such a “secret plan” existed, ^ 
Mr. Reagan also eiqire^ disa- 
greement with the premise. 
However, Mr. Reagan gave bs 
personal recoUraiions of history, 
which seemed to clash with wide^ 
accepted acraums. 

Mr. Reagan said “North- and 
South Vietnam had been, previous 
to colonization, two sraaraie coun- 
tries.’' He said that at the 1954 Ge- 
neva Gooferenee, provirions had 
been made that “tnese two coun- 
tries could 1^ a vote of all their 
people decide together whether 
they wanted to be <»ie country or 


not” He said that Ho Chi Mbh, 
tbe Vietoamese Communist leader, 
“reused to participate m such an 
election.” 

The preadent said that U.S. mil- 
itary advisers were then sent to 
South Vietnam to work b didlian 
dothmg and without weapons, un- 
til they were attacked with “p i pe 
bombs.” Ultimately, Mr. Re^gra 
said, former President Jdhn F. 
Keojoedy authorized the “sending 
of a divirion of Marines.” 

Nearly all ^ these sutements 
are either wrong or open to chal- 
lenge. 

When not artificially di^ded by 
Chinese or French colratialists, 
Vietnam has often been poUtically 
united. One of the most recent uni- 
fications was achieved by the Em- 
peror Gia Lcmg m 1802. 

It was the Frendi who adnanis- 
trativdy dhided Vleuiam into not 
two but three units. However, even 
under French rule, the coimtiy was 



sure, nor as a simple means of fer- 
tility. but that she deserves to be 
io^ for herself,” the pope ad- 
monished. 

As be did throughout his pil- 
grimage. the pope cautioned 
against the risks of rapid urbaniza- 
tion, the bculcation of material 
values to the detriment of the spirit 
and the “debumanizatioa" of mod- 
ern life.

Tbe pope returned frequently to 
warnbgs agai^l allowmg the 
sanctity of maniage to declbe and 
the danasrs of alcohol and narcot- 
ics. Alccholism is a serious African 
problem, m tbe countryside as well 
as the cities. 

Another n^or note struck dui- 
ing the pilerimage was an appeal 
for the Africanization of Catholic 
ritual and liturgy, but mth the 
warnmg — clearly meant to be as 
important as ihe appeal acrarding 
to church sources — that Ihis Afn- 
canization must not endanger the 
fully Roman nature of 

thechurdi. 

The pope is deeply c o nc e rned 
over the sense of “authenticity” 
that has caused many Africans to 
dilute their boirowmgs from other 
countries with admixtures that are 
not oiily indigenous but also pa- 
gan. West Africa, tbe birthplace of 
voodoo, has spawned roai^ reUg- 
ious sects that have mixed Chris- 
tian theology with pagan rites.

The comptroBet’s c^ce, wtakfa 
regulates natimaUy chartered 
banks, criticized Gtibank after an 
investtotiott into the bank’s piao- 
lice M shifting forogn excMnge 
pre^ts from countries with hi£h 
taxes to tax havens. It <hd so 
through contrived transactions be- 
tween Gtibank tranches, govern- 
ment investigators have found. 

Gtibank momfuiTiwt that its 
“written feniga exchange trading 
practices and prooednres were ba- 
sicdly proper.* 

Btofci a g Tax Laws 

The enforcement staff of the 
Securities Pyohangi* Commis- 
rion, in its own investigation, 
found (hat Gtibank’s trm manage- 
mem had directed a seneone fron 
1973 to 1980 circumventing and at 
timtt vitiating otto oounmes* tax 
and currency laws, according to 
SEC docunents. 

The SEC declined, however, to 
carry out the staffs recommeoda- 
tion to initiate a civil action 
agamgt CiticoTp. Gtibank’s parent 
company, to determine whether 
the con4>aiiy’s disclosures were ad- 
equate. 

House subccmmitises said 
this wedt that they intended to in- 
vestigate the coonnission’s han- 
dlbg of the Gticoip case. 

The comptroller, like the SEC 
took no torn stq» or public action 
against Gtibank.

CIA Recruiters Find Business Is Booming

WASHINGTON — The figures are secret 
So are the contents of the recruiting inter- 
views. Bnt the .Central Intdligeace Agtaacy 
can ray tins much; More peqde than ever 
aie trying to jom up.

With a tight job market and new attitudes 
about the agoicy, more and more young peo- 
ple are locMdng into a career that many of 
their older brothers and asters would never 
have considered. And now, witii tiie Vietnam 
War and the spate of student denxmstrations 
across the eonutry ended, the CIA’s recruit- 
ment activities are inetrasmgly being oon- 
dneted in the opca.

Suppose the presideatial tongue hadn't 
slipped. A^ced at his latest news coofereacc 
yraether he was trying to imderxnine the 
ist govonmeot of Nicaragua, President 
Rea^ began to -say, “Well, no, we’re sup- 
porting them....” Ihea be leali^ that he 
was thinlring of El SslvadoT. 

Yet iznagine that the United States was in- 
deed trymg to “supportT Nicar^ua as it e- 
mpges from revolution. Then H Salvador 
might not be such a na g ght g crisis. For it is 
the idea of dny El Salvador foUowing Nicar- 
agua toward the Soviet camp that causes the 
acute domino distress. 

Why not energetic^y try to befcimd Ni- 
caragua? That it is a leftist, cevohitioa^ 
country should not automatically disqualify 
it for U.S. l^p. Herbeit Hoover shrewdly 
mended fences with a one-party Mexico that 
many took to be godless and Bolshevik. Har- 
ry Tr uman and Dwight Eisenhower sus- 
tained Communist Yugoslavia during its 
break with Moscow. Ronald Re^an has 
drarply increased aid to the Marxist govern- 
ment of Smbabwe and offered military sup- 
plies to China. 

What precisely drives the U.S. enmity 
toward Nican^ua’s junta? Americans have 
rightly objected to the Sandinista govern- 
ment’s authoritarian impulses — the repeat- 
ed threats of censorsh^ and the persecutioa 
of opposition leaders (three of whom have 
finally been released from unjust impiison- 
ment). But a spotty human and civil rights 
record, as the Reagan administration teach- 
es, riiould be only one measure of national 
interest. 


The administration has conq)lained about 
Nicaragua’s military buildup, its purchase 
(from Alg^) of Soviet tanks and its com- 
plidty in smuggling weapons through Hon- 
duras to guerrjUas in 0 l^vador. But Nicar- 
aguans deserve at least a hearing when il^ 
justify the buildup by citing U.S. bellicosity 
— and the training of hostile exiles on U.S. 
sdL They deny any major aims traffic to 0 
Salvador and d™ to have offered jdnt pa- 
trols with Honduras to counter any smug- 
gling. 

Nicaraguans also toudi a chord when th^ 
complain of a proconsular arrotgance by UJS. 
officials, whoK sponsorship fyranny in 
their country dominates their history in this 
century. They contend that they turned first 
to tile Unit^ States for arms, but were re- 
buffed. They were also denied economic aid 
and bladcb^ed when they applied for loans 
at devdqpment banks. 

The young, radical leadocship in Managua 
responded with and has been voting 

with the Sowet bloc on key issues at the 
United Nations — thus compounding the ii- 
ritation in Washington. 

All of this exasperates the preadent, but it 
shouldn't exhaust his diplomacy. What must 
Nicaragua do to cam his ^TmWetanding and 
hdp, if not trust? Let him say it directly. 
Hew nuidi could it cost to woo Nicaragua to 
sudi a course? 

The risk of faflnre may be great, but so 
might the payoff. The president’s tongue 
m^t not be so liable to riJp if 0 Salvador 
were only a problm and not also a domino.

We axe not familiar vnth the particular CIA 
secret plan to dng the United States suii^ 
titiously into the Vietnam War, to which a 
questioner referred at Prerident Reagan’s re- 
cent news conferrace.

at the news conference and whether it did or 
didn’t resemble anything that is or isn’t being 
contemplated for Cent^ America now, we 
do wish the president had k^t his extraordi- 
nary answer to the question secret It ram- 
bled.

Reclamation Rip-Offs 


Question: To what gcTvabment agmey 
does the Reagan budget asrign a proportion- 
ately larger increase than the 18-percent 
growth proposed for the Department of De- 
fense? Answer the Bureau of Redamation, 
which is dated for a 23-percent increase. This 
is not good news. Rather, it is news of a ded- 
rion to proceed with a very wasteful federal 
subsidy, but one that has grwt political reso- 
nance in the western United States. The 
budget figure itsdf represents a triumph of 
politics over budget-cutting pxindple. 

The Bureau of Redamation builds irriga- 
tion projects under a 1902 law designed to 
encourage small family farmers to settle the 
then empty and arid West. The law formally 
restricts tl^ proviaon of federally subsidized 
water to farms of 160 acres or less, but for 
decades that limitation has been i^ored. 

Axmeher requiremeat honored only in the 
breach is that users of the water rq>ay the 
cost of the prefect. A recent General Ac- 
counting Office study of six of these “full 
repayment” plans foiimd that the taxpayer 
subs^ in fact ranged from 92 to 98 percent 
In one South Dakota project, for example, 
users will pay $3.10 per acre-foot water 
that costs $131.^. hi California’s Westlands 
redamation district — where the average 
farm is 2,400 acres and produces annual 
profits of almost half a nullion dollars — the 
gov ernmen t is proridii^ watcx uudcT a dec- 


ades-long, inQation-free contract for about 
$10 per acre-foot In ndghboring areas water 
on the free market can cost 100 times that 

You mi^t think fh qt now that the West 
indudes many of the fastest-growing parts of 
the country, a program desired to hue set- 
tlers would have ondived its purpose — and 
you would be right The provisiao of an arid 
land’s most valuable resource at a fraction of 
its real value not only milks the ta^qjayer of 
bilUons (tf dolhurs, but encourages flagrant 
waste of both water and money. Projects that 
flood as much good agricultux^ land as they 
irrigate would never be built if the incmey 
had to come from local funds. And today’s 
flagrantly wasteful irrigation techniques 
would have long since gone the way of the 
gas guzzler if farmers were paying anythlDg 
dose to the real cost of their water. 

Eaity last year Interior Secretary James 
Watt had some encour^ng words to say 
about the need to stop lech^tion rip-offs. 
But there was no follow-up to the tough rhe- 
toric. Tbe admhiistration’s Reform” 1^ — 
now supported Ity the westera-domixiated 
House Interior Committee — proposed that 
the limitation for federal sub^y be raised 
from 160 to 960 acres per farm. But while 
pricing reform lasgiushes, and cuts in other 
programs reach the crisis levd, reclamation 
will get a healthy boost next year.

^BottomrUp^ Aid Is Needed for Rural Africa

W ALTHAM. Mass. — Devd- 
opment experts are coming 
to recogmze that the oonventional 
‘Top-down" ^proach to African 
ruim development with lai^ 
amounts of external giv- 

en by doi^ governments to Afri- 
can govemments, has not jnelded 
the hoped-for benefits. 

Twaty years of Western aid to 
rural ASnea. present a discouraging 
record. KDions of aid dollars have 
poured into the continent, but as 
the Wodd Bank admitted recentiy 
in a rqjort on sub-Saharan Africa, 
per ca^ta food production hardy 
kept pace with population growth 
during the 196C&, and dedin^ in 
the 1970s. 

A more innovative ‘Tx)ttom-up*' 
strat^ for rural devd<^mieat, 
bonding upon local initiative, 
greater use of village resources, 
and tedmology adapted to the ac- 
tual conditions of peasant farming, 
needs to be tried as an alternative 
to the top-down approach. Bot- 
tom-op devdopment rn a k e 
better use of dwmdhrig fordgD aid. 

In top-down pngects, such aid is 
often squander^ at the national 
levd, wtere buxeaucrades soak up 
resources, and money never readi- 
es the mtended rural areas. \l^th 
the bottom-iq> approach, viUagers' 
sk3ls» tools and unuted savings can 
be fully mobilized, rdativdy 
Vnaii fmdgD aid cQ ntrib«»rin py 


flow directly into rural communi- 
ties. 

While top-down projects breed 
“dqjendcm^ amo&g viH^ers, 
bottom-op devdopment is de- 
sidled to boost rural dwdiers’ sdf- 
rSance. When foreign specialists 
employed m top-down programs 
return home after sevea^ years, 
the projects often halL Ity con- 
tra^ villagers and local staff re- 
cruit into bottom-up projects are 
more likety to snstain the devdop- 
ment effort over the long nnL 

Many top-down prcyecta also in- 
troduce tedinologies tiiat are re- 
jected by the vzUagets as coo ex- 
pensive, too cisity or unproductive. 
In bottom-up devdopment preg- 
ec^ researdiers must work dos^ 
with the rural population, testing 
innovations in fidds in order to 
find useful teduncal breakthrough. 

Bottom-op rural development 
has rardy been tried in Africa, 
even thou^ there are numerous 
examples d this approach in Aria 
and Latin America. 

In Aria, the Sarvodaya Shrama- 
dana Movetnent of Sri Lanka, 
founded in 1958 by a sdence 
teacher in^rired Ity Gandhi’s 
teachings, encompasses nearly 
3.000 vuinges and J 0 percent of tiie 
population. Through its unusual 
voiuntaiy work eamp* , bringing 
villagers taadber to build a roat^ 
school or cuuic, the moremcait has 


raised food production and im- 
proved mitritioo. 

Another key to its success is its 
strong mgaoizatioftal base, which 
unites a^ motivates villagers. 
Most tiq>-diown aid projects in Sri 
Lanka (qwrate throu^ govern- 
ment offo'als, viewed su^ciously 
by rural dwelkrs. Sarvodaya was 
innovative in enlisting the support 
(rf rejected local Buddhist monks 
as project addsers. 

In Latin America, Plan Pudda, 
80 miles east of Merioo Qty, was 
bundled in 1967 hy teachers and 
scientists from the Intemationd 
Maize and Wheat Zn^covemeut 
Center and from the xumtby Ota- 
pinm agriculmcal college. Using, 
methods appropriate to peasant 
fanning in the surrounding arid 
mflimtatnftiM r^jon, fOStetUg 
wril-ocganized cooperatives, Pueb- 
la rqridly achieved a threefdd in- 
crease in maize yidds fer SOJXK) 
peasant fannlies. 

Before the project b^an, the 
center had been reconuaending 
special faig^yidding maize varie- 
ties that turoM out to be suscepti- 
ble to disgfliie atiri drought in the 
Puebla area. By eaccMiragmg a re- 
nun to sdected varieties of the 
taaditional maize; Pudtia achieved 
larger harvests. 

In 1979. badeis from Sarvodaya 
and Plan Pud>la, along with Afri- 
can rural devdopment specialists. 


dedded to pool thdr efforts to 
promote bottom-iq> pngects in Af- 
rican countries faong severe food 
shortages. In an unusual exanqde 
of concrete cooperatitai among de- 
vdo^tng countries, tins group is 
starting village food-production 
projects in Tanzania, Zmbabwe 
and MalL 

The bottom-np approach faces 
many obstacles in Africa, indud- 
ing low ttffidal prices for food 
crops, whkh tUscourage farmers, 
madequate national tnmsport far 
cilities and the cost of 

fertilizer. The bottom-up ^iproadi 
alone is not a paructa for worid 
hung^. Changes in the national 
and mteroatioaal ecosomic eavi- 
ronooent are also needed. 

Derate these difficulties, how^ 
ever, the botiom-up approach has 
a proved success tecsord, and the 
industrialized countries can learn 
much from its pnuxitionets about 
tnaififig aid effective. The meofbas 
of Sarvodaya. Plan Puebb and 
similar groups have shown that 
they can make rmal devdopment 
happen not only in theory but also 
in practice, for theansdves and 
their famOies in the village.

To Protest 
Past or 
Forget It?

B oston — Hc » a German 
musiooio^ a ^eciiriist on 
Schumann. Fwty years ago, when 
the Nazis occupy Fans, he ^ 
an official there in cha^ of sdz- 
ing an works, e^iecial^ from 
Jews. He woriud for Alfred Rosn- 
hdg, the Nazi racial theorist. He 
wrote about “the Jemsh mentalU 
t^inmusie. 

A few days ago. 1 learned that 
he was schedule to speak in the 
United States at an international 
oonferenoe, ^tonsqred tty two 
American univasities. on Meiw 
ddssohtt and Sdiumann. Snoe 
then 1 have been ttymg to ppzle 
out the facts arid the inmUcations: 
Should be speak ftom a scholar’s 
platfoim in the Umted States? Is it 
time to forget what haj^ened 40 
yearsago? 

The eonferenoe is to be held 
rfl 1-3 at the University of 
orih Carolina aatd Duke Univer^ 
sity. It has a grant $10,000 from 
the Natimud Endowmeni for the 
Humanities — though it should be 
said that tiiis speaker was not men- 
titwed in the grant ^}plicatiott.Hto 
name appears in the primed coa- 
ferenre fixer now dxcufaung: Wolf- 
g>ng Boettidiec of Geo^Ac^t 
uiuveiaity, Gottingen, wmt Ger- 
many. 

Boettidier puhKsbed a leu^y 
dissertation on Schumann in ml. 
He put stars next to the names of 
ail Jews in the index. In the intro- 
duction he said tdaeaees to com- 
ments by Jewish authors bad been 
’‘subjected to prior scrutiny in the 
of the Jewish mentality. They 
thus confonn to the requirements 
German sdence.” 

Meodelssoho, whose music was 
h^nn^ in Nazi Germany because 
of his Jewish osigin, was a friend 
of Schumann's. In puUishing tbe 
writings and diaries of Schumann, 
some sduriars have complained, 
Boetticher cut admiring pass^es 
on MendfJsaohn. Omitted were 
fTM* phrases as “Mendelssohn was 
trueinevetything." . 

That much was known about 
BoettidMr Ity the two principal or- 
ganizers of the April cemfetenoe, 
Assistant Professors Jon W. Fm- 
son of North Carolina and R. Lar- 
ry Todd of Duke. Hnson ex- 
pluned that Boettidier was a eru- 
dal figure because he bad sole ac- 
cess to an imptmant private 
collection of .Sduirnann docu- 
ments. 

“The conference must deal witii 
present reality,’’ Finsoo wrote to a

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Ozone Damage to U,S. Crops Said to Be High

biUioiis of dollars annually from 
ozone pollution drifting from the 
cation's cities onto rural farm- 
lands.

$3.1 billion in losses for four major 
crops, but if you expand these to 
the entire market, we're looking at 
somewhere aroond $10 bilKon lost 
a year,'^' said Rqx George E.

mtection Agency. 

According to the stndy, ozone 
damage to com, wheat, soybeans 
and peanuts is close to 10 percent 
of the annuat harvest — more than 
three times pre\'ious estimates of 
crop loss. Ozone, which results 
from suoli^L reacting with auto- 
motive or industrial emissions, is 
considered one of the primary pol- 
lutants harmful to vegetatiem. 

The study, which was based on 
1978 figures when market prices 
were Itwer than today, estimaied 
that ozone pollution losses could 
range as hi^ as $4.5 biUkm a year 
for com, wheat peanuts and soy- 


beans, dg>ending in part on weath- 
er conditions.

Altboogh most of the debate on 
the Clean Air Act has concerned 
the effect air pt^ution on peo- 
ple, agricultural scientists are pre- 
paring to ward off cuts in federal 
researeh money that would be used 
to show bow impure air specifical- 
ly affects the nation's massive agri- 
cultui^ industry. 

The EPA leport^y plans to cut 
funds for the National Crop Loss 
Assessment Netwoik. for example, 
from $2 mflUoo in current fis- 
cal year to $300,000 in fiscal 1983. 

Although some fanners ad^t 
by sndtcmng crops or growing 
plants more urferant of pollotion, 
adaptation may cost fannei3 
even mote <han the loss ^own in 
Wednesdm's study, according to 
Thomas C Crocker of the Univer- 
sity of Wyoming. 

Mr. Crocker said tiiat in seme 
cases farmers substitute crops 
more reastant to pollution but less 
valuable at the market — a factor 
tijoL, accoiding to Mr. Crocker, al- 
most doubled the losses examined 
in a study he conducted recently of 
14 crops grown in Colironiia's San 
ioaqum Valley.

In a sp^h Thursday at George- 
town Univeirity. Mr. Colombo as- 
serted that NATO was not enoi^ 
to defend Western Europe in case 
of attack becaose of the complexi- 
ties of today’s world. He said that 
his proposed pact between the 
Unitra Stales and the Common 
Market would “cover the political 
ejects of East-West relations, ac- 
.tions to be taken toward the llurd 
World, and the coordination of 
our economic polides.” 

Except for Ireland, the members 
of the European Economic Com- 
munity are members of NATO. 
But the NATO wTlianeg has "nu- 
merous formal and substantial lim- 
its.” Mr. Colombo said. 

As a result, he continued, cm- 
sultatlons by the United States and 
its European allies are held in dif- 
ferent forums. 

"We must, therefore urgently 
rem^ these deficiencies. It is es- 
sential that the political mil of 
America and Europe must be 
strongly reaffirmed so that we act 
together in order to pursue the 
common ideals of security, free- 
dom and poboe. My preference is 
for a fonnal instroment," he said. 

"1 would pT(^}ose that this com- 
mon politic will be sol emnly 
reaffirmed in a text, for example, a 
Euro- American Friendship Pact 
strengdiainig democracy and co- 
operation." This pact, he said, 
"should provide for periodic meet- 
ings between foreign nunisters to 
coordinate their respective views,

Mr. Jones’ article in The Tunes 
also contains material borrowed 
nearly verbatim from "The Royal 
Way,” a 1930 novd about Cambo- 
dia by Andrfc Malraux.

Seradni operates the first 
independent maguostie laboratory for art in 
Italy. Sdentific equmment has long existed in 
tbe Italian art world, bnt it was frequently 
scattered, tike the scientists, in government 
laboratories from Rome to Venice Seradni’s 
modein, intranted and portable laboratory, 
Electronics, Diagnostics and Tedinrilogy. has 
five en^loyees in its headquarters on the medi- 
eval piazza drila Signoiia: a chemist, a physi- 
cist, an art faistoriaa a consulting restorer and 
the engjneer, SeiadnL It seems a h^ipy mar^ 
liage of his Fomtine culture and American 
education. 

The Leonardo fresco provided an znoondu- 
sive bat auspicaous b^imin^ Uring thermog- 
raphy and oltrasoond, Seracmi ana scientists 
from the Univerrity of Calif onna proved there

Seraoni’s ™am tnnh in analyzing painting 
on canvas are radiography and reflett^raphy. 
Through an infrato camera, reflettograpby 
^ves an instant image of the underiying de- 
agn, conections or “pentimenti," and agna- 
tures. X-ray allows better penetration of some 
pigments; mainly, it shows tbe parts added, or 
subtracted, in previons resicrations. If tbe 
varnish is particularly (hide, an ultra-videt 
lamp is used to reveal mLahig parts. (A pamt- 
ing more than 50 pereent restomi, pattualarly 
tbe faces and han^ has a decidedly dimin- 
iriied value and an increased restoration risk.) 

Other, less-major, tests involve the use of so- 
dium li^t, macropbotcttiapby, microphotog- 
rapby and straioreimlty ^bowmg different li^ 
en), whidi can u hdpjnnptot tbe stale and 
source of a paniting T^ final dmefaer is the 
ctenical test that revmds tbe age of tbe pig- 
ments, and therefore the painting. 

Is all this work necessary? Seracini exjrfains; 
“Restmaiion witboot analysis is like suigery 
without X-rays. Certainty, it can be done, but 
tbe risk of error b so mud) greater not know^ 
ing exactly what ties beneath tbe surface of the 
«lnti, or in my case, the painting or building. A 
restorer can restore but re must know why tbe 
pMwtmg is deteriorating. Otherwise it wotdd 
be Hte giving a pOl lo reduce a fever without 
rfMK-Jrmg why the patient has a fever. It might 
work, but it also might result in death." 

Lereiardo's “Last Supper" u an exangile of 
bad restoration that has led to further deterio- 
ration. With today’s sdentific expertise, restor- 
ers of that flaking fresco in the Church of San- 
ta Maria ddle Gnzae in MOan would have un- 
derstood the week differenily and therefo re 
stored it differently. Seracun’s tests showed 
that the somber cdois beheved to be original 
were caused by can^ smdee, city grime and 
the breath of admirecs through the cen- 
turies. Restorers’ |»gment just intensified the 
corroBve action; the current restorer, Finin 
Biandnlla, has now had it all removed to find 
gay glands of fruit and flowers, an apostle 
ongmaBy without a beard and another one 
looldng m an entirety different dkectiooL 
Another example b Botticdli’s “PiimaveFa," 
a pamtiiig in aB^edly good repw. Its restora- 
tion fox the current 400th annivexsaiy of the 
Uffizi Gallery was based on Serecim^s analy- 
sis. which considerably pHa«g^ art historians’ 
evduation of Botticelli as a lintited linear 
painter.

sdemificalty limited, curatorial hands for cen- 
turies. The sector that irafly stands to ben^ 
from SeradnTs laboratory could wdl be t^ 
private one that has escalated art market pric- 
es. Even in Italy, with its abiding connmsseur- 
ship, there is a frightening levd <rf ignorance to 
go with a lot of new mon^ beg^ng, often bad- 
ly, to be invested. According to Sendoi, it's aU 
a matter of figure, or appearances. 

“A buyer doesn’t know what to ask about a 
painting. He doesn’t know his rights and above 
all, he &esn't want to pass for nouveau riche. 
He his wife gm aU dressed im to go to an 
auction or an antique dealer on bended kn^ 
In no other fidd would anyone invest so hiueH 
money with no knowled^ and without at least 
a guarantee of the age m the dgecL Even for 
expensive dental work, people would get a seo- 
mm opinion. These days, r» old mostapieces 
are So rare that most unngs on the mariwt are 
dther stolen or false." 

Rather than go to court and lose face over a 
fake, the buyer usually settles for some money 
back firom the dealer. Often be tries to seU the 
object with the false pedigrees offered by the 
draler. The ruse is threday perpetuated when a 
few simple laboratoiy tests would probabty 
have settled tbe question at the outset. A few 
wedcs ago, one buyer did bring his prospective 
purchase to be anatyzed. Tntt:^ erf being the 
lesser -Renauisance masterpiece promisetC the 
painting turned out to be not more than SO 
years old. When the dient declined the 
36,000,000-lire ($30,00^ pureh^ the dealer 
accused Seradni of int^eiu^ in tbe buriness 
and threatened him with con^erable unpleas- 
antness. 

Genrealty, dealers are legitimatdy wary of 
Seradsd’s lab because they know that fald^ is 
an old and ocpert game first played by the 
andeni ^rptians and indulged in even by Ru- 
bens and Imdidang^. Giorgio Astrooomi, a 
<^er in ^ Maggjo, Florence’s statdy an- 
tiq|M row, illustrates the point with a large por- 
trait of ^ Sdxastian, in the style of Gwdo 
Reni, hanpng in his shop. The dramatic U^t 
and shadow technique of the baroque master is 
there, but no signature or documentation any- 
where suggests that Reni had done that varia- 
tion of Sl SfttMLgHan Was it Reni, a student in 
his workshop or an arfmirmg contemporary? 

“When a fake is as dd as the original, only 
the expat human eye can tefl the source," a£- 
tronomi says. “And then, two experts often 
disagree. In 25 years in the buriness Fve been 
wrong only four or five times. How do you 
eqrfto that? It’s knowledge and experience; 
bnt t^s also instinct and a reefing for vriiat the 
artist was trying to express. How do you ex- 
plain love at first sight betwem a man and a 
woman? These things are not to be esqilained 
1 ^ science." 

Whateva the abuses and gaps of sdence, 
Seradni’s next dream is to systematically 
record art in an international con^terized ca- 
ul og. “If color photographs can be sent from 
the moon." he says; “surely there can be a 
computerizBd catalog of worib of art seen with 
a scientific eye." 

The best possible cdor images are neces- 
sary to make comparison easrer. No two peo- 
ple WEI ever describe a painting orpi^ trf 
scnlptnre in tbe same way. Words are inad^ 
qnate to conv^ ideas about art Betta the im- 
ages, in oltravioleL infiar^ or X-ray, wbamver 
is reqiuired to explain a poinL Italy is the to- 
gast hospital in the worid for art.

Homage to Eating in Catalonia

F IGUERAS. — From the high- 
way teading south from the French 
border, the unadorned Hotd Restau- 
rante Anqtuidan in Figueras hanfiy 
looks like one of the places in Spain to 
eat. An ordinaiy four-story concrete structure 
facing the road, it is the kind of anonymous, 
instituutmal-Iooldng establishment that practi- 
cally urges the tra\eler farther down the high- 
way tow^ the exotic beac± or mountaintep 
that may be his damnation. This is a classie 
itwtance ctf appeaxances deedving, as this cor- 
lespcmdenu the Mtehdin and Gault-MiDau 
gastronond^ guides and three generations of 
faithful customers can attest 
"There are only two ways to eat, good and 
bad, and there we diall eat very wdL” de- 
claimed a Catalan friend, introducing me to 
the famUy-run Anqwrdan. We ate famasticaHy 
wdl, and since thm I have been bode several 
times. 

The Anqmrdan's spadoos, unpretentious 
dining room seats about 120. and on wedeends 
at lunch aorf rifTin^- the place is with a 
mix of Frendi and West German travdm on 
their way south, other Frendt people adio have 
popped across the bot^ knowing good food 
and good prices, and locals fiom the pi

Shopping: Fountain Pens in London

L ondon — The flea madeetshere are fOIed with fountain 
Paikeis and Watermans and Onotos and Siaetfer 
Fountain pens that leaked and spilled and poured over eaghth- 
grade term papers. Fountain pens of a yooth past. 

Any collector knows there are always trends: comic books, copper 
Idtchenwaie, wboden farm tods, typeaeOetd cases. Now it's fountain 
pens. From PortobcUo Road on Saterdays through the week to the pre- 
dawn Friday Bermondsey, old fountain pens are evetyiriieie. 

"It seems,” one flea-market sdler eaqilmns, "tfa^s a jcy to writing 
with an old fountain pen that doesn't most when yon use a new lOp 
bailpoinL Better stiH feu* us, antique fountain pens have becoaa an item 
ctfsnobbt^." 

According to l^end. it was a New YMk insurance agent named 
Waterman who in 1883 had an im p or tant efient ready to sign a pcdicy 
vdien his pen leaked indelible blue all over the form. 'Wtite Waterman 
rushed around aying to find another pen, a rival insurance aynt stole 
tbedieuL 

Waterman's reaction was to invent as it were, a better mousetrap, 
'^thin three years he had come iro with the basic ink-fflling sy$^ 
forever since used in fountain By 19()3 he was selling half a millioa 
pens a year. The price then was just about the equivalent of today’s IQp 
b^flperinL 

These days, if you want to buy a Waierman's "IdeaT in blade vulcan- 
ite dated "circa 1900” you can expect to pay about £50 (about $93) at 
auction and twice that off a market stall It’s much the same story for old 
Parker "Duafolds.” The orange ones from the 1920s seU on stalls for ^ 
to £100 when once they cost only a few sbiUiiigs. And those are the easy 
ones to find. If you can spot a yellow "Duofold” you mi^ be m the 
£150-to-£200 raoge. 

"Those ydlow Padeers are extremely rare," notes a flea-market expert 
who ^Teads his wedeesds freeziqg at his st^ in Camden Locks. "Vieiy 
few oi them were made because it turned out that that the ink stained the 
yellow.

Douglas Fairbanks Sr. Rides Again

P ARIS — Doutias Fairbanks Sr. is 
bade. A ^de of his sSent swashbuck- 
ling spectacles — happily accompanied 
by syndiroiiixed musical scores — has 
been let loose in Euiv^ to rentind veteran uKh 
viegoers of the gjoty that was bis and to in- 
form the younger generation about old-fash- 
ioned qaatifications for hermsm. 

In the 1920s, Fairbanks was ^ idol of every 
boy everywhere there were movies; 
dwdleiB, yde^ royalw, Russian muzhiks, 
Zulus and Fdcimnx — all knew hiin, found him 
irresistiUe and eageriy awaited his latest nwv- 
ie. He typified the dean-cut, jqy-through-eaer^ 
gy, never-$ay-die American of legend — 
whether be was masquerading as D'An^iaiL 
Robin Hood or Zono. He was the advocate <rf 
fair play, the foe of tyranny, the rescuer of 
dam^ in distress. As the screen was q lvnl 
and as be had a sense td humor, he deliveted 
no pompous addresses on the virtues of de- 
mocracy. He was democrai^ in action, its 
dashing personification. 

When in 1919 he married Mary Kckford, 
publicized as "America's Sweetheart." ih^ be- 
came the most beloved couple in the world. 
They traveled widely and wherever they went 
— London, Paris, Berlin, Moscow, To^ — 
armies of fans rioted to have a look at thftp 
Coverage of "Mary and Doug” filled newspa- 
pers and magazines throudteui the 1920s — as 
It did wto the news of ihgr prqjarations for 
divo^ in 1934 made front pages everywhere. 
During ibdr marriage, they built a statdy 
mansion in Beverly Hills, named Fickfair, 
where they held court and entenained risiting 
royalty. On their world tours ih^ were 
recdvtt by George V and Mary, Alfon- 
so XIII, ihe pope, and a ibemiin delegation 
when they were in Moscow. 

Fatrbuties was a Broadway juvenile when 
the movies were in Ih^ infancy. Under the 
managemenis of William Brady and George 
M. CxAan, he g^ed a rtyjutatioa as a 11^ 
comedian of mischievous spaikie, playing 
hokum witii tongue in ^eek. vaulting over fur- 
niture and flexing ius muscles to graven silly 


stuff. He starred in a 
bank clerk who abandoned

ture, utled "He Comes Up Smiling.” Frar^ 
banks always did; vdiatever the odds he won 
with a tiiunqifaant flaxtiing smilt* 

D.W. Giimtb hired him for Holtywood in 
1915, but then pondered how u) employ him 
realizi^ that F^banks was alien to Girth's 
nwiidlin scenarios. Griffith's axslxtant, John 
Emerson, s61ved the riddle by directing the jol- 
ly newoomer in a series comic action scripts 
written 1^ an adolescent gjri he had discov^ 
ered, Anita Loos. Their nimble oamhinat i o ni; 
of deirixm^ g^ with witty titles b e t w e en 
their iznf»ausible sceocs caught the public fao- 
cy. The ingratiating Fairbanks gnn adorned 
posters as an inducement his « o m4i Ta»»ib f. 
handsprings and narrow escapes were cheered 
byhisaiHtiigices. 

, Evoi his offscreen antics endeared him to 
his public: Wheo Faiitenks was ia New York 
for the premiere of "Robin he demon- 

strated his skiil at anhety to the iness fiom the 
terrace of Ins top-floor suite at the Waldorf. 
J^bed on the luge of the balooay, be diw 
bis bow and shot an arrow into the sir. The 
arrow flew for a block and fell ao( to the 
ground but in the badcade a tailor standing 
in front of his dsop in the garment districL The 
stricken tailor ran about in panic, 
to know if Indians were on the warpath. A 
perfect crime, the mystery wUch mi gbi nev- 
er have been solved. But Fairbanks, true to the 
honor he displayed on screen, admirt^ his 
guilt and bestowed SSM on the wounded 
man for damages. 

Like his screen self he could not stay still for 
long, always wonting to hurry oa to something 
dse. Gigantic spectacles were coming into vo- 
^ with the audience and he set out to U» 
uiero all. Colossal saeen pageants with thv 
casts of thousands, scenic grandeur and heavy 
overacting needed sofnething more. Fairbanks 
felu so he took thdr essentials gave them 
vivid movement in robust, romantic melodra- 
mas. 

Often classed as a mere movie jumping-jack, 
Fairbanks was a pioneer in perfecting dnemat- 
ic teclutique. He kept a ke^ eye on what was 
wppening in the Eorcfiean studios and 
bn^t Uibitsch to Califomia to direct Mary 
Pickfotd in “RosiUL” When be saw the revolu- 
tionary “Potemkin" in Moscow in 1926 he 


urged its director, Eisenstein, to him ia 
Hollywood, although this, proved "" p**- 
able. He eimerimented with color processes 
and d^vered an entire film in Tetraniecdm, 
Black Pirate,” as early as 1925. He em* 
beUUbed his production with the use of pan* 
diromatic film , whidi lent pictorial luster. He 
drew on Dumas ^re novels for two films 
sigi^ William Cameron Menzies, the scenk 
designer, to construct the castle for "Roliu) 
.Hood” and the wtwld ttf Arabian Ni^t fantef 
sy for ‘The Thief of Ba^idad.” 

In the 1920s, after executing the perilous 
loop from super stuntman to «oipe r«*»* ' su* 
perpr^ucer, Fsurbanks was a box-office'draw 
second only to Charlie ChajtiiiL At the end 
tbc decade, his creative days gfliiw? to an end 
wth the early squawk of the lalkies.

Ending the Canadian Identity Crisis

L ondon — until very recently, the 
artist in Canada was in a grosriy 
anoinalous porition. In a land peoriM 
in the >»»»» by emimants finom Brit- 
ain, France and the rest of Eurc^ and with 
the United States to the south d a border that. 
is for the most part no more *han a line on the 
map, it was natural for die Canadian artist ei- 
ther to lo^ to die homdands across the water 
for his tradition, (as did fot exanqile, Jiean- 
Riopelle, who though bom in Montreal in 
1923 has lived and worked in ai^ 1947 
without loring his f*j*"adian citizenriiip) or to 
become a part of the cosmopi^tan and inmr- 
narinnai movements in the Umted States.

On the Thin Edge of Debacle

ARJS — It does not take mudi to tip 
the s^es at auction, as could be veri- 
fied in a sale of important Jroanese 
prims conducted this werit ai Drouot 
by Jean-Louis Picard, one of the best French 
auctioneers, with the assistance d the experts 
Guy and Thierry Po^er. yfhai the sale was 
done, a fifth of the items in value remsuued 
unsold; the score, not bad as the market stands 
these days, barely reflects the fact (hat the sale 
came close to turning into a rout during the 
first hour. 

^ A number of factors combined to create a 
difficult rituatUm. First were the contingencies 
that are part of the art market life: A major 
Japuese collector, Rinji Shino, who had ben 
an inmonant buya at previous sales, was pre- 
vented from coming by Ou. True; a d^er 
known to act as his agent sat in the room and 
actually bought the most expenave lot — 25 
prints from a marvelous series of landscapes 
by Hokusai done between 1835 and 1839 as 
illustratimis to a 12th-century anthology, “The 
Hundred Poems.” The impressions were most- 
ly very fine ^th fresh colors, but a bh closely 
trimmed in the margins Moreover, the inoom- 
plete series — it mdudes 27 views — had bea 
pieced logeiher from different sets by the late 
Gerald Gidwitz, tbe well-known Chicago col- 
lector 814470 francs (about S135.000) IS a fair 
price from the sdler's ^ewpoinL 

But there is all the differeuce in the world 
between a profesaonal agent acting coolly and 
a collector attending in person antTgeitiiig car- 
ried away by enthusiasm. As 31 hick would 
have it, another mm or U4. collector bvotved 
in piqiaiing an exniMtion of his own prints 
was a^ conspicuously absent More unfor- 
tunate still Seiju Nishi. the leading Japanese 
dealer, also ailing, was unable to make it over 
to Paris. February is decidedly a bad monto 
for auctions. 


Compounding the ninier havoc among in- 
lernatioiial buyers, there is the prevailing 
gloom among French collectors, whose num- 
bers normally build up a strong local market. 
Those with moderate means are still bu}dng 
very actively in the middle and lower range, 
but at least two leading buyers failed to sb^' 
up — one rqiortedly waiting to see just how 
far taxes will rise tms year, which will not be 
clear until tbe spring. 

Against this background of unfavwabie cir- 
cumstances, the sale suffered from (be handi- 
cap of a strong section sent in by an investor 
broi on squeezing the last penny out of buyers 
and trying to do so 1^ slapping on excessive 
reserve prices — not wild resen’es but almost 
consistently too high by 20 per cent or so. This 
is a danprous game that created havoc in 
London last December among Old Master 
painUngs. and it did not help in Paris either. 

Quite often his prints just missed il A typi- 
cal instance is the superb print done by Haru- 
nobu in 1 765 show ing a young woman stand- 
ing in front of an eve rg reen tree. The impres- 
sion is perfecL It was acquired by one of the 
greatest print collectors of oli times, the 
French jeweler Henri Yevo, and exhibitixl in 
1913 at the Musee des .4rt5 Dbeoratifs as part 
of tbe qioch-nialdng Japanese print show. 

On the other hand, the masterpiece is slight- 
ly cropped. When it was sold at Sotbelw’s as 
part of the Vever collection in March. 1975. it 
brought £825 (about 7JXX) French francs at 
the time). This week it was bought in at 35,770 
francs (including^ extra charge added to the 
hammer price). There was a real bidder up to 
33470 francs — I sat next to him. Compart 
with the Vever sale, it would have left a very 
decent profit mar^ 

This happened several times, mnicing it 
touch and ^ for con^azable prints. 1 saw a 
London de^er buying a fine Kiyonaga. the 
first in the sale, at 1 1.4^ francs, right in the 
middle of the estimate brocket, bi a different 


coDiexi. be might hare gone for another or 
two. Bui one could tell from tbe mixture of 
slight irritation and amusement on his face 
that be just wasn’t in the mood to go along 
with the game and play into the hands of the 
unindeotined \'eDdor to reach the undisclosed 
reserve price. Two of the Kiyonaga prints that 
were just as good remained unsold 

The best auctioneer in the wc^d has a hard 
time overcoming such a handicap and it obvi- 
ously cramped Picard’s style, (it is a moot 
question whether awareness of a possible prob- 
lem stopped him from adveniang the auction 
other than in trade ioumals, in smip contrast 
to the Le Veel sale, held last Noyember, where 
all-time Mghs were reached.) 

In this pan of the sale, none d the great 
artists were spared, not even Utamaro, wtiose 
brilliant set of seven prints — two triply^ 
plus a single print — of geishas offering a 
parody of the Korean ambassadorial proces- 
rion to the Edo conn in the late 18th century 
was stranded at 39.070 francs. 

One fluke warded off the tide of disaster. A 
Jordanian buyer, hitherto unknown, turned up 
out of the blue and, bidding through an a^t, 
bought a number of pieces, with a judicious 
understanding of tbe nght prices. Immediately 
after an Utamaro failed to sell he bought an- 
other for 66470 francs: It was sold in London 


part 
1975. for £5.402. 

Soon after Picard sold the 814.570-franc set 
by Hokusai to a Japanese buyer, he recovered 
composure and stepped up the pace. 
Things went well from there on. virtuaUv ev^ 
erythLog was sold in the second part, French 
collectors bu^ng briskly items that were most- 
ly under 10400 francs. Right at the end the 
strong imerest that has been perceptible for a 
while in 20th-centuiy prints such as those by 
Hasui (1883-1957) was conTirmed — one went 
up to 2,780 francs. 

Talent and circumstance bad stemmed di^ 
aster. But it was a dose shave. ■

OPEC Applies New Pressure to West — 

Oil Producers Joining Tight Market

The New Ceramics: Japanese Firm Profits hy Finding Innovative Uses 


COMPANY REPORTS

KYOTO, Japan — Kazuo In- 
amori, 50. the presidoit of Kyoto 
Ceramic, has a well-deserved repu- 
tation as an unamventioD^ man 
in this cmvention-abiding nation. 

Respec^g one’s elders and 
staying with a single con^any un- 
til retirement are the nonns in Ja- 
pan. But as an upstart in his 20s, 
Mr. Inamori had a disagreement 
with his boss at the company for 
wliidi he worked, quit and, in 
I9S9, founded his own company 
with seven colleagues, a grubstake 
of $10,000 bmrowed from a friend 
and a strat^: “la oider to sur- 
vive, we had to do something inno- 
vative,** he recalled during an in- 
terview at Kyoto Ceramic's austeie 
headquarters here. 

What the company focused on 
was the devriopment of new indus- 
trial ceramics, made from the puri- 
fied found in clay. High- 

grade ceramics are harder than di- 
amonds, stronger than steel, ex- 
tremely heat-resistant and 
exedUent insulators of dectrid^. 

Research Efforts 

The current uses for fine ceram- 
ics are several — housings for sem- 
iconductors. cutting toms, 
parts, artificial bo^ and otben. 
But it is widdy bdieved that, with 
ceramic technology advanc^ rap- 
idly. the ai^dications will increase 
conriderably in the near future. 

Pine ceramics are one of the key 
**new materials,** along with new 
fibers, plastics and meudlic aOoys, 
that Japan is dqiending upon to 
improve further the energy effi- 
deocy of its economy and reduce 
its reuance on imported raw mate- 
rials. To pursue that goal, the Hne 
Ceramic Research and Develop- 
ment Association, subsidized by 
Japan’s hfinistiy oi Zhtemational 
Time and Indusby, was estabUsb- 
ed last fall

“With tbe 
staff tbey\e got stockpQed now, 
the major powers can kill almost 
as many people with a convention- 
al War as they can with a nuclear 
one. It wOlJust take longer.” 

think ^'re exapmiing. A 
conventiontu war is a Shriners' pic- 
nic compared to a nuclear one.** 
“Peo^ chink that because 
thq^ve seen too many World War 
n movies. But if they believe tiiat 
tbe next conventional war is going 
to be like the last one, they’re out 
of their gourds. With the non-nu- 
cleai fir^>ower, plus the conven- 
tional aircraft, and new iaser-guid- 
ed bombs, ^ou can now flatten 
ev^ dty in the wenid without 
splitting one atom.”

“Are you trying to stand here 
and cell me conveational war is un- 
thinkable?” 

He replied “What’s the differ- 
ence if we wipe out the human race 
with bacteria or h^dn%en?” 

“Don't you think the people in 
charge know that?” I ask^ 

“I doubt iL When they brnm up 
disannanient, all they are laTBug 
about is trying to stop tbe nuclear 
arms race. And they aren't taliring 
much about that any more. But 
you never bear a disoouragisg 
word for the non-nuclear arms 
buildup. We've ^ot people 
brainwashed into believing a con- 
vencKMial war is the only alterna- 
live to a midear one.”

“Why do.you thiak Pm out here 
alone? It's hard to dramatize what 
a conventional war can do to p^ 
pie. You never bear a study being 
done on how many dvilians will 
die in a conventitmal war, because 
everybody believes they can sur- 
vive one as long as the weapons 
dropped on thra aren't radioac- 
tive. They better get it (hroii^ 
their dumb beads that they can tc 
blown to bits, burned to death and 
starved out of existence, without 
one nuke missile bong flr^” 


“You’re a very depressing per- 
son,” I told him- 

“That's vliat everyone tells me. 
But Fve made a study of all the 
conventional weaptms now stock- 
pUed in the w^d. If you add their 
lirqMwer up they present as much 
of a danger to manirinrf as any- 
thing tbe nuclear Dr. Strangeloves 
have come up with. The worst part 
of it is. the mqor powers are seQ- 
ing or giving away conventional 
weapons to every two-bit nation, 
on the assumption they really can't 
do much damage.” 

“Even if uliat you say is true, I 
still can't believe that ^ goven- 
ment would want to give up con- 
ventional wars as a means of set- 
tling disputes.” 

“You're probably right, but 1 
still feel I have to protest them in 
hopes that somebooiy out there will 
listen.” 

“You're not gmng to get your 
message throu^ to the White 
Honse with the mood tbey*re in.” 

“1 was heming someone from the 
media would enmg outand talk to 
me. At least Fm a new act com- 
pared to the anti-nuclear war 
protestors.” 

“I h^ipen to be a newspaper- 
man." I confessed. “But if 1 wrote 
a piece against conventional war, 
people would think I was crazy.”

L eningrad ~ with a few 

bangs of a gavd here recent- 
ly. a pcAer-faced Soviet official 
started a process that should cui- 
minate sometime next winter 
when a s mall number of wealthy 
women take turns before furriers* 
mirrors, nod their approval and 
st^ into the street with coats 
priced at $75,000 to S100J)00 
apiece. 

The sales may be made in New 
Yoilc, Dallas, Tokyo or a few 
other cities. But if the Fur is 
white-bellied lynx or silver-haired 
black sable — and there will be 
few coats in tiiat price range that 
are not one or the other — it will 
probably have come under tbe 
hammer in a neo-dassical build- 
ing here the Fur Palace, 

where a trade as old as Russia 
itself rolls forward at a series of 
fur auctuxis held thm rimes a 
year. 

The auction is a musty affair, 
held in a paneled anmoitiiMter 
lit with an omaraenud chand^ 
tier. Tbe auctioneer and his 


spotters occupy a dais opposite a 
semicircular well and a multi- 
tiered g^ery where, during an 
auction in January, more rksw 
200 traders from 21 nations com- 
peted for lots of lynx, sable and 
mink, as well as lesser furs Itice 
karakul, wolverine, raccoon, 
badger, fitch and sqrarreL 

Slotr-PMed 

Compared to auctions in New 
York. Copenhagen and other fur 
centers, the Soviet sales, conduct- 
ed In English, are full of protocol 
and are very slow-paced. After 
switching to ruUes some yean 
ago. the bidding has gone back to 
U.S. dollars. But U.& buyers are 
far outnumbered ♦h*** by 
tradm from Europe and Asia. 
Only 13 Americans attended the 
January sale and while tfa^ took 
many of the most expensive lots 
of lynx and sable, the bulk ^ the 
2.S imUioo pelts went elsewhere. 

U.S. purchases from the Rus- 
sians have long been oonstrained 
by a MoCanhy-era law prohibit- 
ing the import from Communist 
countries of several msiior Fnn,

among them fox. marmot, 
ermine and raccoon. But the de- 
cline in the imponance of U.5.

New York, once tbe 
capital of furriers still unex- 
ceUed in tbe quali^ of luxury 
coats, has seen a growing riice 
the world maritet simting to 
other centers. 

The Russians, too, have seen 
changes in the market, not all to 
thrir advantage. For centuries fur 
was the country’s most lucrative 
export its impftrtaiw- that 
Ivan the Terrible Found it neces- 
sary four centuries ago to decr ee 
the beheadi:^ of anyone found 
selling breeding stock to foreagn- 
ers. But the natural advantage of 
tbe dero forests and the wnter 
snows ^ been eroded rapidly 
rince World War II ^ the 
growth of fur ranching. 

Prorec l ed Monopoly 

By m*ir> taming the prohibition 
on the escort of brewing stock, 
the Rumians have protected thdr 
monopoly in ssbim and white- 
bellied lynx. After a slow start, 
' they have also developed a netp 
work of raoebes dot the t»»p 
from the Baltic CcMt to the 
Black Sea and across the country 
to Siberia. With some ranches 
producing as many as 60,000 ani- 
mals a year, th^ have become 
the world’s binest muik ranch- 
es a position was once held 

fay the United States. 

All t^ while, the Rusriaos' im- 
portanee in the world mnrirei has 
been receding. In part, they have 
been squeezed W randieis dso- 
wheie. But they have aiw had to 
meet the demand* of an emand- 
ing home markeL Beforeworid 
War n, about 80 percent of aD 
Soriei furs were expented. T^

The Soviet trade in raw and 
dressed fare accounts for hardy 
SISO mflliott a year, a fraction of 
the world marIcM of about $2 bil- 
lion.

Ju- 
lius Ariowiisch, a Paiis-ba^ 
dealer who is the dean of foidgn 
buyers has atteaided every auc- 
tion ance the first one was held 
in 1931. Then, when be was bare- 
ly 20, it todc him two days and 
two ni^ts by boat and train to 
reach Lening^ firom Leipzig, 
where his family had been in the 
hir bosineas for generations. On 


airivaL he found some of the 
go«ls laid out in the old Stock 
EadumgCi end the auction itself 
in the grand ballroom of the As- 
toria Hotel, the czarist-era hold 
that, now as then, serves as the 
principal hostelry for buyers. 

Ariowiisdi recalls the old days 
fondly. At the start, there were 
only 30 or 40 foreign traders, a 
group be remembeis as more so- 
phisticated than their modem 
counteroarts. Then, too, there 
were the peculiarities, as they 
now seem, of pre-war taste: 
minks, 60 percent of the market 
cow, were hardly a factor then.

A capitalist pectmarity t^t the 
Rusaan hosts can savor is tiie 
competition to buy the “top bun- 
dle” — the lot &at brings the 
highest price. 

One leading U.S. furrier r^ 
called with diagrin bow he came 
to one azictiOD with a commis- 
sion to obtain the top lot, only to 
slip up in the process. To insure 
that the lynx lot he wanted 
brought tbe hi^iest price, he ar- 
ranged for a fwow buyer to Ud 
tbe price up each time he raised 
his cigarette li ght** - and to stop 
hiitHing when he put the li^tff 
down. Sadly for the furrier, be 
was to swept away the 
moment that he g;^b^ his 
li ghtw ffunly in his h*nd and 
bdd on until the price was severe 
al ^lt*ll^n ^^ detihurs h« gh*f *h«n 
the next most costly bundle. 

This year, tip Americans were 
oonient’to let the top bundle — • 
12 wint^bellied lym^ each for 
S2.600, a record for fun at auc- 
tion — be snapped up by Arthur 
Bertfdd. a British buyer repre- 
seatiug furriers in Jap^ Ernest 
Graf, preadent of sen Kahn. 
Fun Corp. of New Yodt, one (rf 
the leading U.S. funie^ watdied 
contentedly as the price of die 
Bartfeld lot soared, then stepped 
in and bought two nearly equivap 
lent lots of skins for $2,000 and 
$1,300 each. At thaL the Ameri- 
can ftirrier would still be w>*kitig 
an El Dorado of a coat: with a 
minimum of 20 sldns needed for 
each garment, and the end price 
nearly double that of the raw fur, 
the customer could expect to pay
